They are of the Mongolian 
race, and »eem to be little above sav- 
agery, living almost wholly by bunt- 
ing and fishing. Th* whole country in 
fact is still In the primitive hunting 
stage of culture. Fora and fish are 
practically its only products. These 
have heretofore been bandied, by a 
Russian trading company. 


Tet Kamchatka is a rich country. 


It contains not only coal and oil de- 
posits, but also rich deposits of cop- 
per, 
iron and sulphur. 
The greater 


part of its area is covered by dense 
and valuable forests of both hard- 
woods and conifers, which are practi- 
cally unused. The few attempts at agri- 
culture that have been made have 
failed. Tet it would seem that some 
sort of agriculture could be established, 
for native grasses grow to a great 
height, and the flora in general is rich- 
Tho climate is not as bad a» one would 
imagine, either. In July, 54 degrees 
is considered hot but it does not go 
much below IS hi January at one of 
the principal southern ports. This is a 
'climate admirably suited to white men 
—much better than the tropics. In- 
deed, Kamchatka may yet achieve 
fame as a summer resort. It is not 
as far away as Hawaii to which so 
many Americans go aanaaDy.
